Mann quotes Caddy as claiming he "was acting fmndE as attorney for teo other aVirtsfirtrigy 
persons, f^unt and 'Nr, X'," Then he told Sirica of his refusal to respond to questions 
before- the grand ^ury, "1 did so upon the instructions of my clients." Thus is 'Sould seem 
he was in touch .vith both after the grand jury was aniiounced at the latest. Or perjured, 

Not necessarily inconsistent with this but interesting in the liglct of the conjecture 
in the enclosed memo ±s the final graph on page 1 of the early edition. It quotes prosecutors 
as saying tliat Caddy appearod to represent the five men at thu outset and that, on arrest, 
all five "declined offers to mahe telephone calls." ho calls, Caddy appears, and the N^rlcer 
story about the advance arrangements vfith his wife doesn't stack. 

Pretty clearly Caddy appeared for different reasons, sUbgested in the memo. He heard

I'm looking forward to checking your reconstruction of Hunt's career to see if any 
period(s) in it conform to areas of our interests. 

It strikes me as strange triat no picture of Hunt has appeared, ^one from college, none 
from alumni activities, ar^i none from promotion of"more than 40 books? Or was not one 
promoted? Nor any picture of "Bender” or "Dernie" with 1500 or more any one of whom might 
have wanted souvenir pictutea.
